IN YEAR’S TIME IS 
CUT DOWN BY NAVY 


ew Observatory in Florida 
gh vem Aberration to 
- Second in 300 Years. 


WASHINGTON, April 30 (AP)— 
The United States Naval Observa- 
tory, trying to keep your watch 
accurate, has set up a station in 
Florida to correct an error that 
runs as much as four one-thou- 


sandths of a second some days. 
That is a pretty bad error, sci- 
entists told the American Physical 
Society today. They didn’t project 
it, but multiply it by the 365 days 
in a year, and your watch is off 
nearly a second and a half in 12 
months. 
Of course nothing as bad as that 
has really happened. It’s a matter 
of error in observation of the 
stars. Tomorrow’s observations 
straighten it out. But if tomor- 
error goes the other way, 
Pes iece that was .004 second 
to ay be that much slow 
Seuniensie. 
The observatory is in Washing- 
ton. The new station is in Rich- 
mond, Fila., where the weather is 
better. Dr. Paul Sollenberger. of 
the observatory said the Washing- 
ton errors’came from blurring of 
images in the telescopes caused by 
atmospheric conditions. 
With the better view in Florida, 
plus the chance to check on down 
to one part in 10 billion.

He urged that Communists be 
treated as “conspirators, not just 
as people with different ideas,” 
and said they “no more deserve to 
be heard by honest people than a 
man trying to sell a gold brick or 
pull off a shell game.”

A 12% 
pound chunk of concrete fell be- 
hind him, and rested slanting over 
him. Loosely. packed earth and

well for 20 feet. 

The Rev. Mr. Wade arrived on 
the scene an hour later. Although 
the accident attracted many per- 
sons, no one had ventured into 
the pit. Ignoring warning of dan- 
ger, the Rev. Mr. Wade, astride 
a narrow board suspended on a 
rope, was lowered to the loose 
debris. Suspended almost horizon- 
tally to keep his weight off the 
rubble, he loaded the debris into 


buckets which were raised to the 
surface. 

The minister worked two hours 
before he reached the trapped 
farmer. He tied a rope and his 


‘belt around the concrete slab and 


had it removed. He then seated 
Dismukes on another board dan- 
gling from a rope and tied him, 
securely, Workers above pulled 
both men to safety.

OMMISSIONER A. B. CHAN- 
DLER has had a few vexing 


problems since he took over 
baseball’s top job, but he really 
has a tough one now. There 
are many factors that make the 
latest Leo Durocher escapade 
the hottest potato of them all. 

In the first place, there's Leo’s 
record. He already has been 
suspended for an entire year for 
the good of baseball. And when 
Happy announced that penalty 
he did not tell specifically what 
Leo had done to draw the drastic 
penalty. 

It’s going to be difficult, fur- 
thermore, to get one and only 
One version of what happened. 
Already the testimony is con- 
flicting. According to news dis- 
patehes from New York, wit- 
nesses have offered to state un- 
der oath that Leo did slug a fan, 
and others that there was no 
slugging. 

And even if it is proved to 
Chandler’s satisfaction that the 
explosive Durocher did lose his 
temper and belt somebody—and 
if he did it wasn’t the first time 
—there will be many who will 
believe that the fan who was 
belted had it coming to him. 


Mrs. Ken Smith, wife of the 
New York Daily Mirror baseball 
writer, is quoted as saying she 
had to leave her seat because 
of the language the fan who was 
slugged was using.

But there should 
be a limit to what the players 
must take. The.man Durocher 
slugged, if he did slug him, ap- 
parently was far out of beunds.

FTER Durocher’s suspen- 

sion was announced Horace 

Stoneham, president of the 
Giants, said that he would de- 
fend Durocher to the limit and 
insisted that the charges were 
false. But if, as Mrs. Ken Smith 
has stated, the loud fan’s re- 
marks were such as to cause 
women to leave their seats, the 
front office was not without 
fault. Why didn’t a park guard 
grab the abusive fan by the arm 
and escort him out of the park, 
via the refund box office? 

If a few overly abusive fans 
were put out of'a few ball parks, 
the rooting soon would be with- 
in respectable bounds. And it 
might be pertinent, while Chand- 
ler is investigating Durocher, to 
summon Stoneham to answer a 
few questions as to what steps

Following an hour’s conference 
with the glum Durocher, Stoneham 
reiterated that tha Giants were 
backing their manager “100 per 
cent because Leo is in the right.” 

“I:am sure that when the com- 
missioner has al] the facts, he will 
exonerate Leo,” the owner of the 
Giants added. Fans also were 
rallying to Durocher’s support. 

He revealed that he, Durocher 
and Garry Schumacher, a Giants 
front office man, will leave here 
by train Monday night for Cincin- 
nati, where Chandler has galled 
Durocher on the carpet for alleg- 
edly assaulting an unemployed 22- 
year-old Brooklyn fan. . 

“IT called the commissioner long 
distance this morning and told 
him we would be there,” Stoneham 
said, adding that there was no 
further discussion of the case. 

Chandler returned to his home 
at Versailles, Ky., last night, from 
Washington. Asked whether he 
would call any witnesses, he re- 
plied “no comment.” That was 
also his answer to other questions. 
Stoneham revealed that he was 
taking with him for the hearing 
more than 100 letters and “unoffi- 
cial affidavits” which have come 
in from fahs who claimed to have 
witnessed ‘the incident at the Polo 
Grounds, ‘Thursday, when Du- 
rocher is accused of hitting and 
then kicking Fred Boysen. 

Most of them agreed with Du- 
rocher’s version of the incident, 
although some differed in minor 
details, according to Stoneham. 

“These letters and statements 
are not from crackpots, they are 
coming from substantial people,” 
Stoneham ‘said. 

Durocher stood by uneasily as 
Stoneham talked to reporters after 
their conference. He had “no com- 
ment” to questions at that time, 
but later reiterated that incidents 
like Thursday’s “happen all the 
time.” 

Durocher, who flew back here 
from Boston last night for the 
confere..ce with Stoneham, said 
he was gratified that so many 
fans were coming to his defense. 

“Our telephone is constantly 
ringing, with people calling to say 
they wil]l support Durocher’s side 
of the story,” Schumacher said. 
“We are’ taking down all their 
names and addresses.” 

Fans Support Durocher. 

Most of the versions from the 
fans who claimed to have wit- 
nessed the affair claim that Boy- 
sen did not go down, although a 
few say that he did, Schumacher 
said. But in the main, he added, 
they confirm what Durocher 
claims—that he thought someone 
was trying to take his baseball 
cap and that he shoved the fan 
out of the way.

- War on nO More provocation than Russia gave 


the United States a year ago in blockading its 
trains between western Germany and Berlin. © 

The United States, sure of itself, took its time. 
The airlift came into being. For more than 
2,000,000 people in the Allied sectors of Berlin 
food rained down from the skies—food. and 
fuel, clothing and machines. 

It was a demonstration of air strength that the 
Russians had brought on themselves to their 
owh discomfiture. 

It continued night and day, day in and day 
out,. Then the weeks grew into months. Doubts 
were expressed that the lift could keep up when 
winter brought dangerous flying weather. 

But winter did not stop it. And in the clear 
spring skies the patient men of the airlift set 
records which showed, according to military 
spokesmen, that entire divisions could now be 
supplied entirely from the air. This experience, 
useful to the future defense of the country, 
would never have been gained if Russia had not 
made the mistake of blockading Berlin. 

Now the Russians are. making overtures to 
lift the blockade. Indeed, the latest report has 
only one condition, that there be a four-power 
conference on Berlin. Such a meeting is obvi- 
ously needed if harmonious relations between 
East and West are to be restored: Time may 
have worked another wonder. The patient men 
may have another slow and peaceful victory. 

In ‘India the great upsurge for freedom, and 
Britain's desire for survival, might have pro- 
duced chaos in the hands of statesmen who 
wanted to solve things overnight. But Mohandas 
Gandhi, truly called Mahatma, could wait. 
With John Ruskin, whosé writing had a pro- 
found influence in shaping his philosophy, he 
believed that endurance is nobler than strength, 
and patience than beauty, as Herrymon Maurer 
reminds us in “Great Soul.” 

As Gandhi worked and waited, the Conserva- 
tive Government of England was succeeded by:a 
Labor Government pledged to freedom for the 
colonies. In an act of great honesty and great 
courage the England of Clement Attlee and 
Ernest Bevin gave India its long-sought freedom, 
with no strings attached. Having dome so, it 

forebore every temptation to influence India 
into the British Commonwealth. 

Now the patient men of Labor England, like 
those of India, have been rewarded for their 
good sense. India, aware of its need for the 
supporting hand of England, has decided to join 
a re-formed commonwealth of eight sovereign 
nations headed by King George VI. ’ 

Two of the most explosive pfoblems of our 
day are thus on the way to solution because 
there were men who were willing to work and to 
wait. This could be the beginning of a@ fruitful 
era for the patient men.

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A Good Idea Spreads , 


One of the more gratifying developments in 
Missouri in recent years is the spread of the 
city manager form of municipal government. Al- 
though Excelsior Springs pioneered in 1922, most 
of the Missourt communities which have adopted 
the manager plan have done so since the end of 
World War II. Moberly and Neosho did so in 
1944, Brookfield in 1945 and Nevada and Leba- 
non in 1946. University City and Charleston 
decided to enjoy the manager plan’s efficiency 
and economy in 1947. Last year the converts 
were DeSoto, Hannibal, Marshall and Slater. So 
far this year, there have been Columbia and 
Mexico, to make a statewide total of at least 15. 

What these Missouri communities have been 
doing to improve théir municipal services through 
the employment of a fulltime, skilled adminis- 
trator, cities and towns have been doing all 
over the country. No fewer than 68 American 
cities adopted the plan in 1948, the largest of 
these being Richmond, Va., Waco, Tex., and 
“Meridian, Miss. At the end of the year the 
national total was 876 towns, cities and counties 
under the plan. California had 10 new ones. 

After long delay, Illinois now has an excellent 
opportunity to open the way for city manager 
benefits. Its present law permits the manager 
plan only in communities of 5000 population or 
under. An enabling bill is sponsored by Repre- 
séntatives Van der Vries, Horsley, Peffers, Wil- 
lett, Harris and Simpson—four Republicans and 
two Democrats. It would permit any Illinois 
city except Chicago to install a professional city 
administrator. 

Illinois surely will not miss this gélden chance 
to catch up with other states which make it pos- 
sible for cities—if they so desire—to save them-

Attention may well be called to the generous 
extracts, on the page opposite, from Justice Wil- 
liam O. Douglas’ address before the New York 
City Bar Association. It is not often that a Judge 
of the nation’s Supreme Court discusses the 
work of.our highest bench even before members 
of the legal profession. Unusual though it may 
be, the Douglas address is dignified, informed, 
based on the sound attitude that the Constitution 
must always be adapting itself to change. 
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A Rural Road Steal? 


Speaking through Gov. Smith, rural politicians 
are urging the Legislature to reject a lawful in- 
crease in the state gasoline tax and to approve 
a measure that is probably unlawful. Gov. Smith 
has asked the House to reverse its decision to 
entrust the improvement of 15,000 miles of 
farm-to-market roads to the Stete Highway De- 
partment, which would be a lawful way to give 
state aid to rural roads. Instead, he wants to 
earmark part of the tax increase and turn it 
over to county courts for spending. 

This is what the courthouse rings and the 
Missouri Farmers’ Association want, but the At- 
torney General has said that the 1945 Constitu- 
tion prohibits such earmarking of funds. What's 
more, the 200,000 majority vote against the Curry 
road amendment showed that the peeple of Mis- 
souri want to retain this protection. 

County politicians and the M.F.A. are willing 
to risk that the State Supreme Court will knock 
out state aid to rural.roads. The attitude is 
reckless,, but the situation invites recklessness 
and bold gambles, for the schemers are playing 
with other people’s moaey. The measure which 
they are pushing through the Legislature goes 
so far as to give rural counties from one-half: 
cent to one cent per gallon of gasoline—without 
having to match this gift with a local tax! 

"Thus, there is no assurance that the back 
roads will be any better with state aid. The 
cards are stacked, rather, mérely to shift the 
burdén of country roads to the state. And the 
victims would inevitably be motor vehicle users 


in the cities and large towns, who pay three- . 


fourths of the state gas taxes. 

This would be a raw deal to people in towns 
and cities. It is hard to believe that many Mis- 
souri farmers really want to pick the pockets of 
their urban neighbors. We think they have a 
sense of fair dealing and that they, no more 
than city residents, wish to see the road program 
degenerate into a city-country fight.

Man’s Phantom of Fear

* The experience of fear is as valuable and 
necessary in the world of nature as any of 
the other great aboriginal feelings and 
drives and impulses. It does not dye the 
life with doom; but it darts in, as a swift 
periodic méssenger, to set feet running and 
adrenalin pumping, and to sharpen eyes 
and make muscles stronger. 


Fear speaks its quick whisper to the ani- 
tials, and then is gone. When it goes, it 
goes as hunger goes, 
after eating. The 
things to strike fear 
into an animal are 
only the actual lively 
perils encountered in 
living: the actual en- 
emy, here and now; 
the actual injury, 
here and now. An 
animal, even a rab- 
bit, may pass many 
days without hear- 
ing the sharp whis- 
per of fear at all, but only Biving itself 
over to its good enjoyments.

That is the way fear is, in the naturality 
of things. But in the case of the creature 
called man, it is something altogether other 
and awful. 

.We try to swallow and stifle our fears, 
and they cry out in an ulcer. We try to 
still the urge of our feet to run, and what 
runs is our bowel, in a nervous colitis. 
Fear-haunted, we feel our hearts pound 
and pump and labor, and presently there 
is a little dispatch in the newspapers: 
“Executive Dies of Coronary Thrombosis.” 

How many faces are twitched by tics? 
How many thousands of us are made 
wretched by a terror of high places, or a 
terrer of blood, or an endless sweat of 
self-consciousness? How many millions 


more find their days poisoned by the fea- . 


tureless fear that is a general anxiety? 
Obviously, since our civilization is a 
rushing, clanging thing abounding in in- 
numerable actual hazards, from auto-traf- 
fic to atom bombs, a certain amount of 
fearfulness is grounded in good reason. 


But the human animal is happily a 
tough organism of great adaptability; 
and were these real fears the only terrors 

*fto be borne we might adjust to them satis- 
factorily. It is not these real fears that 
make all the tenseness and tics and 
trembling. It is the fears that lie within. 


What happens to a human child is a 
kind of thing that happens to no other 
animal on earth, In the first place, the 
youngster finds itself in a world of elders 


the child grows it finds itself tugged and 
urged by a variety of perfectly natural 
drives—impulsions as natural to a young 
Two-Legs as to any furry Four-Legs—and 
it is simultaneously told that virtually 
every one of these is somehow wrong. 


The fears communicated to a child by 
example are of a thousand kinds. 

Already dyed with a vague general alarm, 
the child is now subjected to the 
tearing conflict between natural urge and 
elder commandment, from which are born 
the deepest and darkest phantoms of fear. 
Nature has put in him a certain urge to 
aggression. It is in him as it is in a young 
fox. But he finds that to let it show is 
to be disapproved. 

On the other hand, he is given in the 
naturality of things deep impulses of relish 
for the wonder of the world: an animal 
life-delight that in human beings becomes 
the thing called love of beauty. But he 
finds that to let this show is to be scorned 
as somehow weak and not quite manly. 

His bursts of animal altruism are an im- 
prudent foolishness; his natural urge to 
laziness and vagabondage is not respectable; 
his mammalian urge to sleep as much or 
as little as he wants, and to eat only when 
he is hungry, he finds to be an absurd 
eccentricity and counter to the insistent 
rules of eight hours and three meals. At 
virtually every point there comes the head- 
on collision between what his nature as 
a animal urges him to do and what he 
must do if he would not encounter dreaded 
disapproval and rejection. 

Nature is immeasurably strong, so strong 
that in these conflicts it is bound to tri- 
umph again and again. Pre-eminently is 
this so, of course, in the matter of sexual- 
ity. Dr. Alfred C. Kinsey has established 
statistically a truth long familiar: that 
sexual drive (and power) is at its most 
tremendous during precisely those young 
years when, in our society, its exercise is a 
forbidden thing. And so it comes about 
that in every youth “dreadful” things are 
done; the elders are disobeyed; the law is 
broken. There grows in the depths of the 
psyche a phantom of guilt, a phantom of 
fear, a dark pervasive terror of retribution. 

It will not down, ever. Twenty years 
later its harborer is engaged in communi- 
cating this life-mood to his young one, in- 
fecting him with the terror of the world. 
The whisper of fear is perpetual, omni- 
present, not to be located; for what whis- 
pers is a Phantém within. 

A distinguished psychiatrist the other 
day made a grim and very true remark. 
What is surprising, he said, is not that so 
many of us are crippled by neuroses and 
phobias. The really surprising thing—and 
a great tribute it is, too, to our species’ 
extraordinary toughness and endurance~— 
is that we are not all screaming mad.

They say the British 
are out to sabotage the projected 
United States of Europe, economic 
reconstruction through the Mar- 
shal] Plan, and, what is more seri- 
ous, military defense of the conti- 
nent against possible Soviet ag- 
gression. 

Even after sighature of the 
North Atlantic Treaty, the gap be- 
tween European strategy for de- 
fense, as represented by France, 
and British strategy, appears to 
be as wide as ever. 

French military men have em- 
phasized constantly that, if west- 
ern Europe is to be protected 
against Soviet aggression, it 
should be defended and not yield- 
ed to be liberated:after occupation. 
France, they say, is ready to 
launch all its forces into battle 
for the defense of western Europe 
but, in their recent talks with 
British military, they seem to 
have found no like spirit. 

British Position, 
For the British, western Europe 
is a glacis, whose primary role ‘is 
to delay the advance of the enemy 
to the main e British 
Isles. Therefore what weapons or 
troops Britain may send to Europe 
under its obligations will only be 
a small part of what it will re- 
serve for self-protection. 
France ané@ the Benelux coun- 
tries hold that western Europe 
should be defended with every- 
thing they and their allies can 
throw into the battle. 

The British are trying their 
best to have their strategic ideas 
accepted by insisting that Marshal 
Montgomery, who tops the. miili- 
tary organization of the five 
western European allies, should 
also head the military organiza- 
tion under the Atlantic Pact. 
Top Army Relationship Bad. 
The French appointee for the 
role of commander in chief of 
the combined armies of the five 
allies, Gen. de Lattre de Tassigny, 
has not yet been able to come 
to an agreément with the tem- 
peramental British marshal on the 
terms of a common and well com- 
bined military co-operation be- 
tween the European and British 
armies. Relations between the two 
mén have keen so bad recently, 
that outside influence has had to 
be called in to bring them to- 
gether again for the common 
good. 

Supreme . arbitrator in this 
hush-hush, antagonism between 
the French and British is Wash- 
ington. The United States, which 
has to decide if the invader of 
‘Europe should be stopped before 
reaching the channel coast, must 
assume direction of the war, since 
the French and British are ad- 
mittedly too ditectly interested to 
be capable of complete objectiv- 
ity. 

The French will defend them- 
selves but only if they have ab- 
solite guarantee that the main 
battle of Europe will be beyond 
their eastern borders, not behind 
them. 

This French-British quarrel on 
military plans for the defense of 
Europe is not believed to be so

Editor Departs.

Protection for Americans.

Italy Seeks Markets. 

Italy seeks miore markets for 
its expanding exports. Only a 
critical shortage of electricity, 
caused by the worst drouth in 
nearly 30 years, threatens to stem 
the flow of Italian goods for 
export, : 

In 1947, before ERP aid began, 
Italy exported $43,800,000 worth of 
goods to eastern Burope — Bul- 
garia, Czechoslovakia, Hungary, 
Yugoslavia, Poland, Romania and 
Russia. In the first nine months 
of 1948, including six months of 
ERP, Italy’s exports to those 
seven nations totaled $44,400,000. 

In 1947, Italy’s imports from the 
seven Communist countries were 
valued at $66,200,000. In the first 
nine months of 1948, Italy's im- 
ports from those countries to- 
taled $44,700,000, with a steady in- 
crease indicated for the-last three 
months of the year continuing into 
1949. 

Import and export figures for 
1948, compared with 1947, show 
big jumps in Italian trade with 
Czechoslovakia, Poland and Yugo- 
gslavia. Italy’s trade with Russia 
also has increased. Italian im- 
ports from the Soviet were Val- 
ued at only $338,000 in 1938,

Held Down Experimentation. 
The evidence is that Marshall 
aid has slowed up rather than ac- 
celerated British socialization.

But to understand what might 
have happened in Britain—and the 
rest of Europe—had it not been 
for Marshall aid, we must go back 
and examine the situation as it 
existed at the end of World War 
II. Then it looked as though Adolf 
Hitler’s prophecy that when he 
fell he would take Europe with’ 
him to a hell of Communism might 
be realized. 
Thanks to the 20,000,000 tons of 
food, fuel, medicine, machinery 
and raw materials poured into 
Europe by the United Nations Re- 
lief and Rehabilitation Adminis- 
tration immediately after the war, 
Europe began to revive, European 
eyes began to turn westward 
toward America, whose taxpayers 
paid for two-thirds of the UNRRA 
help, and away from Moscow. 

Smoke poured from = factory 
Wheels turned. 
The herds of unemployed grew 
smaller. A semblance of economic 
vitality and stability was restored. 
But hunger, disease, joblessness 
still prevailed. Europe needed more 
food and fuel, more steel and more 
machinery, railway cars and en- 
\gines, tractors, .raw materials, 
fertilizers and a thousand other 
things. © 

Europeans, the British included, 
needed more of those goods than 
they were able to produce them- 
selves or to obtain in trade for 
their own products. The war had 
destroyed or damaged normal 
sources. The only possible supplier 
was America and, to a smaller de- 
gree, Canada. 

Why Industry Slowed Down. 

But to buy from America, dol- 
lars were needed. Together Amer- 
ica and Canada poured more than 
eight billion dollars in cash and 
credit loans into the tills of Brit-| 
ain, France and others to keep

proaching near-starvation level. 

Marshall aid has helped to pro- 
vide the milk, sugar, glucose and 
orange juice which have given 
Britain a lowered tnfant mortality 
rate and the healthiest children in 
all Europe. If it had done nothing 
else, the Marshall plan would stil! 
have beén a success, for upon the 
healthy youngsters of today the 
nation’s and the Continent’s des- 
tiny depends. 

The prospect of cuts in ERP 
appropriations for the next 15 
months naturally causés concern 
here.

ADVENTURES IN ADVERTISING, by 
“r Orr Young. (Harper, 199 pgs.,

N autobiography, this is the 
Aw story of the co- 
founder of one of America’s 
largest advertising agencies. In 
common with stories of its type, 
it has only a sense of semi- 
reality. The names of leading 
men and companies are all there 
but, in the end, the reader is 
left with the feeling that all the 
“adventures” were brought about 
because John Orr Young was a 
dynamic seller of advertising. 


Since the book quite appar- 


ently set out to illumine only one 
facet of advertising few will 
quarrel with it. But it is not 
the complete and real story of 
advertising. For example, fully 
conscious of the power of adver- 
tising in his daily living, the re- 
flective reader may strongly sus- 
pect that advertising is not the 
composite of pseudo-science, sex 
and sensationalism that recent 
fiction would have him believe. 
Such a reader may well ask what 
is advertising, what does it con- 
tribute to American business, 
what are its standards, how 


should it be judged, what are its 


biggest. tasks—its greatest handi- 
ca No answers to these perti- 
nent. questions will be found in 
this book. 

The author’s hope that his 
story will help career-building 
people, both in and out of adver- 
tising, does not seem to have 
much chance of fulfillment. For 
most star performers are seldom 
sound teachers. They seem to 
play by ear, and literal attempts 
to follow in their steps usvally 
result in frustration.and failure. 


Mr. Young pays generous trib- 
ute to the top men on his team. 
He tells little of the hundreds of 
men and women in his group 
who produced the basic ideas 
and completed advertising cam- 
paigns he was able to sell. We 
read nothing of their work, their 
hopes, successes and failures. 
Yet we need to know these 
things and more for advertising 
is one of the few occupations in 
which the batter is allowed only 
one strike before he is out. He 
must hit the first ball tossed to 
him. No other common occupa- 
tion, perhaps, so challenges the 
mind or sears the soul with the 
flame of creation as advertising.

‘O most persons less than 40 


years old, the, name and 

works of James Cannon Jr., 
bring not a flicker of. recollec- 
tion. Yet, in his prime, this 
Southern Methodist bishop, the 
father of the Prohibition Amend- 
ment, made Senators and Repre- 
sentatives sit up and beg’or lie 
down and play dead at his com- 
mand. Presidents feared him 
and decent. God-fearing church 
members would not believe the 
truth about him when news- 
papers, his own church leaters 
and the Federal courts exposed 


his hypocrisy and double life in 


personal and financial affairs. 
Virginius Dabney, Pulitzer 
prize winner and distinguished 
editor of the Richmond, Va., 
Times-Dispatch, has written a 
thoroughly documented biogra- 
phy of this amazing ecclecesias- 
tic, whose modern day political 
power could be matched only by 
such historical personages as 
Torquemada, Cardinals Wolsey 
and Richelieu, and Rasputin. 


Dabney explains how this 
“glacial personality,” built up a 
political machine that has been 
the envy of every pressure group 
operating out of Washington, By 
his single-minded zéal, untiring 
energy and sharp mind, the un- 
bending, unsmiling churchman

ful and incurable iliness in ad- 
vanced old age. 

Max Radin here presents hif 
reflections, during the last few 
days of his life, on the dying 
agonies of the Republic and the 
impending struggle between An- 
tony and Octavian for the mas- 
tery of the world. The tone and 
character of Atticus are admir- 
ably caught, and it is interesting 
to see such figures as Caesar, 
Cicero and Pompey through the 
eyes of an Epicurean. The his- 
torical background is faithfully 
sketched, although Radin occa- 
sionally cheats in allowing Atti- 
cus to be uncommonly wise be- 
fore events.

ABNEY’S book portrays Can- 
D non’s progress from a bright, 

churchgoing Maryland boy, 
of old Anglo-American stock, 
into a political dictator, who was 
able to walk out contemptuously 
from a Senate investigating com- 
mittee eonfident that he con- 
trolled enough votes to escape 
prosecution. 

But as Lord Acton had it “ab- 
solute power corrupts abso- 
lutely,” and Cannon over- 
reached himself. After news- 
paper disclosures, formal chagges 
were brought against him in his 
own church conference for stock 
gambling in 1927 and 1928. A 
trial was ordered but when he 
wrote a letter of apology con- 
fessing a ‘“‘mistake,” the order 
was reversed. One of those de- 
manding a trial was Josephus 
Daniels, former Secretary of the 
Navy and a prominent Metho- 
dist. 

A few years later, other 
charges of “gross moral turpi- 
tudes and disregard fer the first 
principles of Christian ethics,”’ 
were heard by a church confer- 
ence in Washington but after 
five days of hearing the verdict 
was that no trial Was necessary. 


In 1937, in a libel suit Cannon 
had brought against Rep. George 
Holden Tinkham for calling him 
‘‘a shameless violator of the Cor- 
rupt Practices Act,’”” Justice 
Bailey in Washington directed a 
verdict for the bewhiskered Tink- 
ham with these words: 

“TI find from testimony of the 
plaintiff (Cannon) and of his 
own witnesses that he was guilty 
of violating the Corrupt Practices 
Act and that the charges made 
against him are. substantially 
true.” 

Cannon's appeals from this de- 
cision failed.

ABNE Y writes in the 
D rounded periods of an edi- 
torial writer rather than 
with the sharp precision of a re- 
porter. He concentrates his at- 
tacks on Cannon and devotes 
only three pages to another un- 
tiring and resourceful laborer in 
the prohibition vineyard, the 
late Wayne B. Wheeler, who 
shared with Cannon the glory of 
the Anti-Saloon League  syc- 
cesses.

AUNT BEL, by Guy MeCrone. (Farrar, 

Straus and Co., 342 pgs., $3.) 
HE fashionable West End of - 
Victorian Glasgow must have 
been for all its commercial- 
ism a comforting place. The only 
problems apparently were those 
so inextricably a part of the 
human condition: the seeking of 
a mate, the managing of a wed- 
ding, the overcoming of disease 
—and warding off the petulant 
dominance of old age. Life was 
gentle. At any rate, so it is por- 
trayed by Guy 
McCrone, who, 
famous. for his 
Scottish saga 
“Red Plush,” 
now presents a 
further chroni- 
cle of the rath- 
er . complacent , 
Moorhonses in 
his “Aunt Bel.” 

‘ Nothing much 
happens in this 
new Mdorhouse 
chronicle, but 
there is the 
pleasant day-to- 
day bustle of a 
large clan, each 
member .: of 
which is more 
or. less success- 
ful in social and 
financial cir- 
cles. It is true 
that one of 
the family marries Rosie. who 
has actually worked “in a shop,” 
but despite this stain the family 
manages to continue its ‘“‘nice’’ 
(that is, socially prominent) 
position in Glasgow. Aunt Bel 
is the managing type who over- 
sees the whole family; it is she 
who engineers the difficult feat 
of finding a last-minute organist 
for a family wedding (an ironic 
turn of affairs when the substi- 
tute organist turns out to be 
young Elizabeth Netherton, pret- 
ty, attractive, . filled with the

* N THOSE fateful days of 1942 

when the Navy held«<on to 
# Guadalcanal by faith rather 
than reason, there was a PT 
Boat detachment stationed on 
nearby Tulagi. It was my fortune 
to be attached to this squadron 
during the weeks when PT Boats 
were used as destroyers and de- 
stroyers were used as battleships. 
I was merely doing paper ‘work 
for Admiral -Kester, but the 


-urgency of our entire position in 


the Solomons was so great that 
I also served as mess officer, com- 
plaints officer; and errand ‘boy for 
Lt. Comdr. Charlesworth, the An- 
napolis skipper. . 4 

The job of Charlesworth’s 
squadron was to intercept any- 
thing that came down The Slot. 
Barges, destroyers, cruisers, or 
battleships. The PT’s went out 
against them all. The Japs sent 
something down every night to 
reinforce their Men on Guadal. 
The PT’s fought every night. For 
several weeks, terrible, crushing 
weeks of defeat, the defenses of 
Guadalcanal rested upon the PT’s. 
And upon Guadal rested our en- 
tire position in the South Pacific. 

I havé become sick and tired 
of the eyewash written about PT 
Boats. I’m not going to add to 
that foolish legend. They. were 
rotten, tricky little craft for the 
immense jobs they were supposed 
to do, They were improvised, often 
unseaworthy, desperate little boats. 

Yet I can understand their 
popularity. It was strictly news- 
paper stuff.

HE day I started my duty with 
the PT boats we were losing 
the battle of Guadalcanal. Two 
American warships were sunk 
north of Savo that night. Eight of 
our planes were shot down over 
Guadal and at least 15 Jap barges 
reached Cape Esperance with 
fresh troops. Toward morning we 
were bombed both at Tulagi and 
at Purvis bay.

Gas for Heat 
Demand Keeps 
Dealers Busy 


Pent-up demand for gas for 
~ 9-9 purposes in St. Louis and 
Louis county has kept the 
lg of heating equipment con- 
tractors ringing steadily since the 
Mississippi River Fuel Corp. and 
the Laclede Gas Co. reported in 
full-page advertisements last 
Thursday that “the lid is off.” 

Although restrictions are off,

Conservations among attendants 
of lodges, clubs and other civic 
groups last Thursday and Friday 
nights turned, inevitably, to the 
availability of gas for heating 
during next winter’s heating sea- 
son. 

“Now, I ‘think I know somebody 


down there (at Laclede),” a 
speaker would begin, only to be 
interrupted by a heating contrac- 
tor with the admonition that, “if 
you really want to be sure to get 
your permit as soon as possible, 
you'd better get the coupon out 
of that Post-Dispatch advertise- 
ment in tonight’s paper and send 
it in.” 

There being no sales resistance 
to overcome in the offering of gas 
as a heating supply, competition 
will be keen for the next several 
months among various manufac- 
turers of equipment. Sales forces 
have been mustered rapidly since 
the news came Thursday to see 
who can “get there (to the cus- 
tomer) fustest” with the best 
sales story.

Hampton Park 
Family Likes 
Ground Covers 


By ELEANOR B. McCLURE. 

Skillful use of ground covers 
has given year-round distinction 
to the garden: of Mr. and Mrs. 
E. D. Cronk, in Hampton Park. 
The Cronks find that this plant- 
ing makes for easy maintenance, 
too, since it eliminates the task 
of growing lawn grasses in dif- 
ficult spots. 

“Ground covers are a blessing,” 
Mrs. Cronk says, “for they give 
you an effect quickly, inexpensive- 
ly, and without much work. I 
plant them everywhere I can, for 
they are so easy, once you put 
them in. It is such a job to get 
grass started, and then you have 
to work at it every year.” 

It took just two seasons, Mrs. 
Cronk adds, to establish ground 
covers around the yews and hol- 
lies in the foundation planting. 
This carpeting of ivy, euonymus 
and myrtle is carried along the 
front of the house, and it is ex- 
tended to make a verdant cover- 
ing on steepish banks that lead 

the lawn to a spacious, 
brick-paved terrace. 

This pianting makes a hand- 
some setting for the house at any 
season. It is delightful in early 
spring, when the dainty blue bells 
of mertensia push up between the 
vines and blend with the flowers 
of the myrtle in a sweep of blue. 
The hostas, which are just now 
beginning to unfold their green 
rosettes, repeat this color later in 
the season. 

Hedge at Borders. 

There is a circular “bed of ivy 
around a venerable maple tree on 
the terrace. This vine makes a 
border planting, too, the tendrils 
climbing up to festoon the balus- 
trade. Clipped panels of ivy de- 
fine the steps to the garden and 
border the pool, which serves as 
a focal point for the planting. 

There is gay springtime color in 
a wide flower bed planted in front 
of the brick wall that runs ‘the 
length of the garden. Early 
bulbs, bluebells, blue phlox and 
forget-me-nots are followed by 
irises, peonies, dictamus, colum- 
bines and other perennials. There 
are roses, too, and the Cronks plan 
to extend this planting. 

Other flower beds have been 
replaced with trim hedges bor- 
dered with ribbons of clipped 
euonymus or myrtle. “There were 
literally thousands of tulips here 
when we bought the place,” Mrs. 
Cronk explains, “but we find the 
hedges and ground covers much 
easier to maintain. The garden is 
sweet in the spring, but it is most- 
ly a green garden in the summer- 
time. We like it that way though, 
vent it looks so cool and refresh- 
ng.” 

Japanese honeysuckle had been 
used for ground cover in shady 
spots, but this rampant vine has 
been replaced with more tractable

| plantings need little attention, 


Mrs. Cronk says. The ivy gets a 
good grooming in early spring, 
when leaves and dirt are cleaned 
out. Shoots that have winterkilled 
are trimmed off, and the plant- 
ing is clipped back, If favorable 
weather brings a lush growth, the 
vines may be given a second trim- 
ming. Annual pruning likewise 
improves the euonymus, and the 
ground cover panels that border 
the brick paths in the garden are 
sheared as needed, to keep the 
vines from wandering over the 
sides of the bed. 


When to Use Chard. 

Swiss chard should be harvest- 
ed when the leaves are 10 inches 
tall. They lose quality when al- 
lowed to grow taller. When. a 
plant becomes overgrown cut all 
leaves off at the base and new 
ones will soon develop. 


Cook Vegetables Sooner. 
No matter what the vegetable, it 
will taste better the sooner it is 
cooked after being harvested. Half

sugar, which quickly begins to 
change to starch. 


Some Ashes Good. 

Ashes of wood, soft coal and 
hard coal are all valuable to loosen

In a recent 
comparison test, hawsers of both materials were used by 
the cutter Tampa to tow similar vessels over the same route 
between® Orange, Texas, and Charleston, South Carolina. 
On Tampa deck (above) crewmen handle eight-inch nylon 
hawser being attached to one of ships it towed. In the 1000- 
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foot rope was enough nylon for about 50,000 of hose. 
Below, Tampa sailors pay out 12-inch manila ser, 1100 
feet long, used on other voyage. Hawsers were of equal 
tensile strength. Nylon line is lighter than the manila, 
easier to handle, requires about half the storage space— 
but costs four times as much. Coast Guard wants to find 
out whether nylon’s advantages outweigh its higher price.
